The vote in Nebraska 


•will be interesting, because it will in- 
dicate whether Willium J. Bryan re- 
tains the confidence of voters in a 
typical Western state, hitherto strongly 
Republican, but which voted for him 
last fall. 
While all tbe elections will 


show certain drifts and ohauges, the re- 
sults in New York, Ohio and Mary- 
land, and in a less degree in Kentucky, 
Iowa and Nebraska, are the only ones 
of much political significance. Vir- 
ginia also elects a United States senator 
and govarnor, but the return of Senator 
Daniel is not disputed, or tbe election 
of Attorney General Hoge as governor. 
Some interest attaches to New Jersey, 
which elects a legislature, whether it 
•will return to its old-time Democratio 
moorings. 
Iowa has a gubernatorial 


election, and the canvass has been 
heated, but while the Democrats are 
hopeful it is hardly possible they can 
achieve success. 
There are six tickets 


in the field, but this indicates a divided 
opposition as much as anything else. 
ID is probable the Democrats will 
realize heavily on the only advantage 
they had in the elctions of last year — 
they were good to count Democratic 
gains from. Aside from special reasons, 
of which there are.an abundance, why 
there should be Democratio gams, it is 
the history of our politcs that the first 
election after a hotly contested presi- 
dential campaign id bad for the party 
that won it.

?he Democrats appear confident and 
he Republicans apprehensive of that 
eault. It,is supposed the Republicans 
will hold'their normal strength in the 
agricultural districts, and that in Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, Dayton, 
Columbus and the cities of the state 
and in the mining districts of the Hook- 
ing valley Hanna will get his quietus. 
In the last legislature, composed of 
145 members, the Republicans had 85 
majority on joint ballot. This is a 
big majority to overcome. 
General 


Grosvenor, on behalf of Hanna, claims 
a majority in the coming legislature 
of 49, conceding a falling off of nearly 
one-half. He even elects Hanna, con- 
ceding Ouyahoga and Hamilton to the 
Democrats. Banna's defeat would in- 
dicate a terrific leaotion from the Re- 
publican tidal victory of 1896. 
If Mo- 


Kinley cannot sustain himself 
and 


Hanna in Ohio; where can he be sus- 
tained? There is great 
Republican 


disaffection; prominent and influential 
leaders have declared against Hanna, 
and it is believed the 
disaffection is 


more general among the masses. 
Or- 


ganized labor is against him, and then 
there is the more than usual anger on 
the part of disappointed office-seekers. 
Hanna is working like a steam engine, 
but he hurts his own cause by violence 
and vituperation. He is pouring out 
money like water, but fails to hold the 
corporation power as he did last fall. 
The state ticket in Ohio has excited 
little interest in the canvass. [•Bushnell 
may win by a reduced majority, but 
Chapman has made a promising can- 
vass. 
Ohio is the most uncertain of 


atatas nt state elections, and is apt to 
reverse itself' every few years. Last 
year MoKinley bad nearly 50,000 ma- 
jority, and in 1895 Buahnell for gov- 
ernor had 92,622. 
The vote promises 


to be nearly as large as at the presi- 
dential election.

Perhaps no year in the last dozen has 


go well deserved the distinction of 
being politically "off" as the present 
one. 
There are several contests ab- 


sorbing interest, but in the great ma- 
jority of the states there was no general 
election today. 
Campaigns of more or 


less intensity have beeu conducted in 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, 
Massachusetts, 


Maryland, Nebraska, Now York, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Iowa aud Colorado. 
In several of these commonwealths 
only minor state officers are to he 
chosen, 
In some legislatures are to be 


elected which will, in whole or pait, 
determine the choice of United States 
senators. 


More interest centers in Ohio than 


any other state. 
Eight tickets were 


voted today—Republican, Democratic, 
Liberty, JProhibition, Populist, Social 
Labor,Negro Protective and Gold Dem 
ocratio. 


In the present legislature which was 


chosen in 1895 the Republicans have a 
majority of 85 on joint ballot. On the 
basis of last year's vote in the several 
counties when the Republican majority 
in the state fell BO far short of MoKin- 
ley's expectations, the majority in the 
legislature would have been 59. 
The 


Republican managers profess that they 
will be satisfied this year with a ma- 
jority cf 20. 
The vote of Ohio last 


year was 
unprecedented—1,014,076. 


The Republican plurality was 51,1.09, 
and the majority 37,914. 


In Kentucky, where the only state 


officer to be elected is a clerk of the 
court of appeals, there are four tickets 
in the field—Shnckelford, Democrat; 
Bailey, Republican; Hindman, 
Gold 


Democrat, and a Populist. 
There is 


an active stump canvass in progress, 
and considerable feeling 
has 
been 


aroused for an "off year." It is confi- 
dently held that the Blue Grass state 
will be fully redeemed, nnd resume its 
proper position in the regular Demo- 
cratic column. 


Nebraska elects a judge of the su- 


preme court and two regents of the 
State 
university. 
Great interest at- 


taches to the contest in this state, as it 
is the home of Bryan. 
The struggle is 


between ;A. M. Post, Republican can- 
didate for supremo judge, and John 
Sullivan, who is the fusion candidate 
of the Democrats, Populists and Silver 
Republicans. 
The fusion seems to be 


complete and cordial. 
Mr. Bryan has 


made a number of speeches and is con- 
fident of Buooess. 
The Republicans are 


pursuing quieter tactics, and are said 
to have a barrel—-QT at least a bag—of 
Eastern money to help them out. 


In Iowa there are six tickets in the 


field. They are labeled on the official 
ballot: "Republican," "Democratic," 
"People's (Middle-of-Road Populist), 


National Democratic" (gold), 
"Pro- 


hibition" and "Socialist Labor." Last 
year the voting strength of Iowa at 
the National election was divided aa 
follows: Republicans, 280,2fl8 ; Demo- 
crats and Populists, 223,741; National 
Democrats, 4,516; Prohibitionists, 362, 
and Socialists, 453. 
A small plurality 


will be accepted as a sign of re-action 
against MoKinleyism, Dingleyism and 
Hannaism. 


Virginia will elect a governor, full 


state ticket and a legislature to choose 
a United States senator to succeed Sen- 
ator Daniel. 
The Republican 
state 


nominee first refused to nominate a 
state ticket, but a rump cummitte took 
the matter in hand and presented a 
candidate who will be distanced in 
the race, and the legislature will be 
strongly free silver and will gi'o Sena- 
tor Daniel another terra. 
The Demo- 


cratic majority on the state ticket will 
be even larger than last year. 


Maryland will elect tut two state 


officers, viz: comptroller and clerk of 
the court of appeals. 
The important 


battle is for the legislature that will 
select a senator to succeed Senator Gor- 
man. 
Tbe Republicans seem to be 


much demoralized, and Senator Wel- 
lington, who has controlled the Repub- 
lican organization for some time, is 
now sulking with his friends. 
The 


contest 
is 
fairly 
doubtful. 
Both 


parties are working hard. 
Tho state 


gave McKlnley a plurality of 32,000 
last year ana elected a legislature Re- 
publican on joint ballot by 43 majority. 


In Massachusetts a governor, a full 


state ticket and legislature will be 
chosen, together with a member of con- 
gress to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of representative Wright. 
Fred 


Williams ia the regular Democratic 
candidate, and William Everett repre- 
sents the Gold Democrats. 
Of course 


there will be a walk-over for the Re- 
publicans. 


In Colorado only a judge of the su- 


preme court is to be elected, and the 
Republican organization and the Silver 
Republicans combined on Charles D. 
Hayt while the Democrats and Popu- 
lists are united upon William Gabbert. 
The odds are largely in favor of the 
latter. 


Nevada and Washington will hnld 


state elections only for the choices of 
legislators on rbe 9th of November, 
that being the date of 
the 
state 


election?, except in presidential years. 
These elections are unimportant, as 
neither of the legislatures chosen will 
elect a United States senator. 
There 


are no state officera to bo elected in

The Wayne (W. Va.) News says the 


Norfolk & Western company has started 
a corps of engineers to survey a line 
down the Big Sandy river from the 
Month of Pigeon, where the present line 
diverges from the Tug Fork to Kenova. 
It is said that this line is being run 
partly at the instance of influences that 
have recently acquired the Warfleld 
property, and partly because the ouiii- 
pany wants to shorten and straighten 
its line between those points for freight 
purposes. 
It does not follow that this 


line would be abandoned, even should 
that one be built.

The 
local business on this line is far heavier 
than it would ba on that, and a more 
important point is that this line is the 
key to the Gnyandotte coal and timber 
fields. 
By building a branch down

tunnel would bo avoided in hauling 
heavy trains of coal and coke,' aud 
through trains would save seventeen 
miles in the run. 
If the road should
